The Southern Conventlon.
Fromthe Tribune.

The address and resolutions adapted by the
Bouthern Convention on Thursday, declare thut
Mr. Johnson's policy & responsiple for
present troubles, nnd teatify that the encourago-
meat given the Rebely has placed the hves nnd
fortunes of Sonthern Union men in the handsol
men woo have fearfully sbused their power,
Congress s oarnestly susfuined, and as<ked to
give further prowection to the Joyallsis in the
[{tobel Btptes, We commend both the address
and resolutions te the people, for they descrve
no opdinary attention. They do nol, however,
fuily express the vlews of the Unionists who
com¢ from the seéabourd States. There wns In
the Convenuon a decided majority of delegitos
irom the border States, und they controlled it
Thus toe necessity of Impartial sullrage 1 uot
asserted by toe Convention, n iaol wiich must
be understood to mean that Margland, West
Virpuiia, aud portions ol the Tennessee and
Misgoun delegations considered such ussertion
impolitie, :

The deboate was very earnest between Gov-
eruor Hamilton and the opponents ol & sulirage
plauk, but lortunately the matier was doally
adjusted by the moderation and good sense ol
the Convention, The delegates from the unre
construcied States  then  offercd  suother
address, in which their unalterahle convietion
of the necessity of mnpartinl suilrage wil be
affirmed, and it is underston ! that this is wo be
ackuowledzed as the volce of the _I.‘nmu‘mon of
the extreme South—Texas, Lowsiana, Georgia,
and Alabama. Great questions were considered
by the Convention yesterday, but s we approve
ol the wise roiusal of the Northern delegates to
attept to influence the Convention, 8o we con-
sider it best to await I adjournment before en-
tering Into the debnie, This is a Convention of
Southern men, They know what we of the
North desire, and how deep Is our sympathy
with their bhopes and mums. It 1s bat just, tnen,
that the North shoulud, as far as possibie, silently
awall the result ol thelr deliberations,

Our Finances.
From the Tribune,

The liquidated national debt, less the amount
of cush in the treusury, one year ago, was ovoer
$2,757.000,000; it s now but $2,605,653,108. Un
the 1wt of January last, it was $2,740,401,745; 50
that i1s reduction during the Iast eight months
has considerably exceeded $150,000,000. There
is no parnliel 1w this rapidity of extinction in
the history of any Government. At this rate,
we should pay olf the last dollar within less
than fifleen years, And, though the present
Congress has made very large reductions in the
rates of Internal taxstion, it does not appear
that the seerning revenue has thereby been
sensibly Siminished.

Such bewng the case, it is deplorable that be-
cause ol our dersnged, inflated currency, our
debt should be rapudly going abroad [or snie at
an aversge “‘shave’” ol twenty-five per eent,
While s French or Britush five per cent, having
some years to run, would sell to-day for pur or
over, our slx per cents, principal and interest
payable in gold, are rapidly passing out ol
Anierican inlo Buropean bonds ab an avernge

yrice ol aboul seventy-five cents on the dollar,

It is @ borningg disgrace as well as 4 nutionul
1oss that tiis should 2o ou.  And we, in & time
of peace and prosperily, are tuking our pay
matnly in goods thal we consame, and our chil-
dren must pay tor. This is all very wrone,

We think the Secretary of the Tressary <hould
endeavor to arresl it, He has over seventy-six
millvons of coin in his voults, hesides G y-8ix
millions of currency—that is, ol _his o= , notes,
He might certianly spare lorty it not fifty mal-
Hons of his specie wherewith to buy 1L up, us
cheaply as possible, 0 much of the public debt
s8 1t would pay lor. And this, we are contident,
would =0 put up the price that no more would
() :"hrmul‘. ot else those forelgners who innsted
on having it would be obhiged to give nearly or
¢ uite par tor it S

Caun it be that Mre, MeColloch s indifferent to
this steady effux of onr Navional obligations at
a price so seandalonsly below their troe valie !

The President’s Mistnke.
From the Times.

President Johnson, in hisspeech at Clevelund,
remarked that be “did not care aboul his dig-
nity.,” In onr judgment this 18 greatly & be
remretted, The American people care very much
aboot i, and can never see it forgotten or lnid
uside without profound sorrow and solicitude,
Mr. Johuson is not gpeaking or travelling 0s a
simple citizen. He is President of the United
SBtates at Cloveland as well as at Washington—
while addressing & mass meeting as well as when
presiding at n Cabluet counell; snd whatever he
muy do or say at e'ther pluce carries with 1t all
the welgbt und lulluence of bhis high position.
So tur a8 its ellect ypon the public mind 18 con-
cerned, what he says in ay public speech hay
precisely the saLe Jmportance as vhat he says
in a mossage (o Copgroess; apd he should, 1o
justice to himsell, to the people, and to the tran-
soendent interests consigued to his eare, he just
as considerate, just az calm, and just as dispas-
siounte in the one us i the other,

Tue President at Cleveland, as elsewhere upon
his tour, has met thonsands of those who do not
indorse his policy, nud among them, as o matter
ol course, there have heen o good many men of
rute manners and 4 yery low coneephion of the
proprieties of such occasions; and he has been

subjected at thelr hapds to taunts  and
reprogches, more or 1ess  disrespectiul and
Insulting, He bas made a great misiake in

retorting upon them, or m paying the slightest
attention to them.  The Presldent ot the United
States cnubot snter upon an exchange of
cpithets with the brawlers of a mob, without
serously com promising lis official,character, and
hazorditg intereats too womentons to be thus
lghtly imperiled. He may ssioly leave the vin-
dication of bl offlanl pets, especially against
such assault, 1o his iriends; and mere personal
affronts it 1s utterly beneath his personal or ofll-
¢inl chAracter 10 notice or even o hoir,

The President, in excuse for the tenor of his
remarks at Cleveland, said 1t was his habit when
attacked to defend Wimeell. This s his nuture,
and it bas, indeed, been the habit of Lis political
Iife,  His politicsl sueeesses have been won py
Jiord blows, and he has been compelled, at every
stage of his cureer, to confront hostilities of the
most reckless and envenomed character. We
can understand bow difficuly it I8 for him to
changee in this respect, or to realize at once the
wide ditference between the responsibilities of
his present position and those of a populur can.
viss in 6 Border State durmg s heated politieal
contest, Onndid men will give all doe welght
to the effect of soch & training upon a mind
naturally tenacious of its own eonviction, and a
character utterly incapable ot weak compliances,
Bug the mass of the people fnd it more difficalt
1o make such allowance—and thousands and
1ens of thousands, whose judgments assent o the
principles which the President represents, are
startle! and bewildered by the mauner in which
he advocuaes them,

It 14 & great mistake on the part of the Presi-
dent to assume or suppos<e that the great body
of the people in the North who dissent from his
views are enemies of the Uniop, or are seeking
consciously to destroy it, We Believe the palicy
they favor to be fraught with Indnite mischief
10 t{m country, and with great peril to ita peace
and perpetuity, But they seek no such result,
They are still under the lnflognee of the passions
uronsed by the war—passions essentinl, while
the war oontinued, to its vigorous prosecution,

and shared by the President In common with
the groat mass of the loyval nnd patriotic people
of the land, The time has come when the pablie
so0d demands tiat they should be moderated
and alinyed, The Pregident, in this gredl work,
in ndvanoe of the mation, Knowing the
Soutuern States and people from  personal
association with them, better than ao the people
of the North, he has had stronger rellance upon
the gimoerity and good faith with waich they have
neoepted the results of the war, and has heen
more repdy to trust in their renewed devotion
to the CGoveitnment and tone f{lag of our com-
mon country, It i= of the utmost importanee
that be should impart to tho people of the
North sowethine of this contidence which ha
feele so strongly hameeli—that be should allay
thelr uojust apprebensions, calm their svo used
recentments, and modernte the passions which,
is In every great community; survive Lthe cugses
which gave them birth, This s a service
whileh his position emivently goaliies him to
pertarm, and U 1500 much mors condequence
than the rewort of an insoplting =peech, or Lhe
rebuke of bud manners ina miscellancous and
irresponsible crowd.

We shouald much prefer to speak in terms of
entire respect of the President of the United
States, snd to avold making any issue personal
to him, while opposing the policy which he
advoeates, It has nob generally been diffienlt
for men of fuir and canoid minds to do thia,
There was nothing in the demesnor of the
earlier Presidents which wfforded sny ground
tor persousl criticism. slthough such attacks
were (reely made upon them by reckless and
overhented men. General Jackson's roogh
military manuers trenched somewhat upon the
traditiona! dignity of eivic office; but even his
enemies could not fall to respect his manliness,
however much they might detest his acts.
Presidents Van Buren, Tyler, Polk, Fillmore,
Pierce, and Buchauan were all gentlemanly in
their manners, and the four first-nsmed dignl-
fled fu their conduct of affaus,

So indeed, #s n vule, were the two others,
although their tertuous policy compelled them
oceagionally to bumiliate themselyes before the
world, und” Mr. Buchanan began the had prac-
tice of stump-speaking, Geoeral Taylor was o
man of gnaflected simplicity. which gave to
his manners & kindly dignity more atiractive
@veu than the formal polish of cultivated men,
Mr, Lincoln, wlso, though awkward sand un-

gamly in wrance, had o genuine manly
nature, g tfalness of sell, and a tenderness
of feeling which the country vulued more than

external manners, and which deserved unlversul

rPlg)ed.

Thackeray can do justice to such a4 magnigeend
contribution to his “Book of Snohsa,”

The delicate tonches of the 220 of February
gperch, that *triumphant” effort, as My, Seward
termed at (takiog just then, we Imagine, a pro-
diglous plnch o snufl’), will not be forgotien.
The satistied ambition which, having led up
from salderman to President, had no more to
g ks the preadential buck and stomach, which,
we were assared, were content with being re
soeetively well clothed apa bountituliy tilled;
the sutlerings ol the past, the proffered martyr-
dom (ulwsyvs with & well-tilled stomach, tor is

The mwore recent specches of the Pre<ident

Iad it Lieen 1oreseen for o
moment that he would hum:liste hamsel! and
Lis cons ituents by thus wrizgline under a
matier-of-course truth, he would never have
been thus honored.

i1 18 posgible that in this mortified vanity may
be found the key to Mr. Johuson's extraorii-
nary inconsistencies, and especially to his com-
‘l]t"i' chnnge of tone towuards his Soathern
wwethren within the Inst two venrs, Hoe has
wlwaye writhed under the sense ol his pleboeisn-
sy, and wpder the contempt with which he
knew himself to be regarded by the Sonthern
gentlemen whom he atlected to desprse, bat
whom he secretly envied, On bis ae ession to
power, his brst impulse was to avenge himsell
upon 1his cluss, and with this idea he excluded
them from the general amnesty, and bitterly,
we bad almoest said brutally, insulted them
wlien, as a ¢lass, they sought to obrain an ox-
tension of pardon to themselyes,

But 10 & person of this temper it was the

for the first thme in has life, Andeew Johison
felt himwself recognized not merely as an equal,
but #g a superior, by the men who were his
only wenl of ehivalry and amstocracy, and a
raging enyy of whom ot gnawed bis heart for
torty years. The temptarion to mould his
poliey s0 as to sgecure the continuance of this
delighttu]l adulation was irresistible,  All obli-
gations ol fdelity, consistency, and honor
melted away belore the sweoet vision of beecom-
Ing a recognized Southora gentiemun,

We comment on these thinss with extreme
reluctance, O conrse, nothing can be saild
about them that will not seem intensaly per-
sonal, nnd we have, therefore, refrained, up 10
the present, (rom eritiolziug apythiog m Mr,
Johnson's career beyond his public acts, We
condemnped in strong terms the enclier imputa-
tions easton him porsonally by bis opponents,
and =uid whiy we could to soften the effeets even
of the speech of the 224 of February, We haye
been sinecerely anxious gil along, not for his
snke, but for the sake of the great couniry
which he represents, to kave whalever elther in
big charactey or manner? eemd o render him
unfit for the position he s, passed over either
unnoticed, or with as 1ittle notice as possible.

He hos, however, by the tour which he has
undertaken, und into which he has been led
ughingt the dictates, we bellove, of his own
eurlier judgment, so eompletely thrown ol oili-
cial restraint, and displayed so mueh contempt,
not simply Jor the peculiar poiticel opinions
of the great mass of the Norihern peaple, bi
for the ordiniry decorum of civilized Hie. that
it will not do to leave forcign natlons ar pos-
terity in ignorance of what the Christan public
of this country and this age think and feel
about his sayings and dolpgs. Some of his
jokes and allusions, as well those or Ar.
Rewnrd, have been of such 4 nsture #e 10
render it impossible for us any longer o be
gilent, aud let the world subpose that these
two gentlemen are fair representutives either
of our civilization or of our religion. We do
trust that such # rebuke will be sdministered to
them at the coming cleéctions as will serure us
a long term of official decormm, This 15 o
most painful and nanseous subjec:, and we will
willlngly take leave of it,
